Tne. aly section of DOSAAF is divided into the following three sections: power= 
driven alreraft, gliders, and paratroop. Trainees in the power-driven aircrafts 
section complete the course when they are able to pass the solo test on a 
training aircrafts the same principle also applies to those in the glider section. 
Paratroop training is completed after the trainee has completed seven jumps . 
from an aircraft from various heights, some of the jumps being made with fulll 
parstroop equipment» = = 


The naval section of DOSAAP gives instruction with models of warships and 
‘basic instruction on navigation, After completing the course, the trainees 
become candidates for service in the Soviet Navy s 


The number of DOSAAF trainees is estimated to be 4,000 to 5,000 in all of the 


Latvian SSR, and most of them are believed to be in Rigaa 


The membership of the Komsomol in all of the Latvian SSR is approximately 90,000, 
of whom it is estimated that 30,000 to 40,000 are Latvians, and the remainder 
are other Soviet nationals living in Latvia. 


There are approximately 40,000 young people working in factories in Riga and 
other State undertakings,and of these some 10,000 belong to the Komsomol, In 


educational establishments the proportion is approximately the same, and some 
twenty-five percent of the students belong to the Komsomol ,
